SIR JOSlAH t STAMP SPEAKS 


The address given to the graduates of Toronto Univer¬ 
sity by Sir Josiah Stamp last Thursday evening, proved 
the distinguished gentleman a master of pungent phrases 
as well as of economics. 

Speaking of the academic responsibility in preparing 
young people to meet the immediate future, he said: “No 
one can face the present situation adequately without the 
ability to think.’’ In his opinion sustained, successful re¬ 
covery is mainly an intellectual problem, calling for train¬ 
ed mentalities.

QUESTION OF TITLES 


There are indications that the legislation of 1919 ask¬ 
ing that the King bestow no further titles in Canada, 
may be discarded and that titles may be revived. Quite 
a number of Canadians in Montreal and other parts of 
the East favor the revival of these birthday favors. 

The majority of Westerners are iether indifferent or 
actively opposed to the revival of titles. They see in them 
something that is no doubt quite in keeping with society 
of older countries, but unnecessary and slightly ridiculous 
in this new and pioneer land. The average Westerner 
has a deaf ear and a blind eye for title and degree. He 
never can remember the niceties of rank. He looks a 
man over, and if the object of his interest measures up as 
an able, honorable persons, no appendages of title will add 
one whit of respect. 

It is possible that Canada has had an unfortunate ex¬ 
perience in the bestowing of titles. They have not always 
gone to citizens who have commanded the respect of their 
fellowman, or who have advanced the welfare of fellow 
citizens in any degree. There are many men in Canada 
who rank with kings so far as their service to the world 
is concerned. As Sir Josiah Stamp said recently “One 
single brain may raise the standard of life for millions 
and in Canada you have had many of these, within the 
last few years.” But are any of them titled, or would 
they refuse such an honor, as being out of place, even 
though conferred by their King? 

In thinking of the fine men who have served humanity 
well, would it enhance our regard if their names were 
prefixed with “Sir”? To tell the truth, it would in the 
minds of some, detract a little from the regard, exposing 
them as being susceptible to artificial standards. This 
may be in its way as false an attitude as that of those 
who adore titles. But these are the two extremes of 
opinion in Canada. In fact the Red I>eer Advocate feels

Speaking of the three chief problems concerned in quick 
recovery he mentioned the balance which must be arrived 
at, between individual liberty and social direction. At 
present we are engaged in “putting large patches of soc¬ 
ial regulation on the garments of personal liberty. At 
the same time Russia is running gussets in the strait 
jacket of communism.” The second problem of recovery 
lies in submitting national sovereignty to the larger con¬ 
ditions of international welfare, and the third, of course 
is the monetary problem. 

Amongst the memorable sentences which were appre¬ 
ciated by listeners over the radio, as well as by his vis¬ 
ible audience, were these: “We can never reach the golden 
age of living in the stone age of thought.” 

“Education is supposed by some to be the inculcation of 
the incomprehensible into the ignorant by the incompe¬ 
tent.” “One person with a belief is equal to 99 who have 
only interests.” “There must be progress but fidgeting 
is not progress. There is such a thing as motion on hing¬ 
es, rather than forward.” “We must be rid of the delusion 
that a stand pat attitude is evidence of careful judgment.” 

The speaker laid particular emphasis on the training 
in leisure which must take a more important place in the 
scheme of life. Education of the individual was formerly 
for the purpose of developing a better citizen, a more 
competent worker, a more intelligent voter. Nowadays 
there must be added “and a wiser loiterer.” It is impos-

Redistribution of federal ridings of Canada occurs ev¬ 
ery ten years following the decennial census. Any devel¬ 
opments or variations in population are taken care of by 
a redistribution of seats based on the fixed Quebec rep¬ 
resentation of 65 members. 

It is rarely that a redistribution has been made with¬ 
out the opposition regarding it as a “gerry mander” or 
juggling, on the part of the existing government to im¬ 
prove its strength. No matter how carefully a redistribu-

boundaries to work out to the disadvantage of certain 
members and the- advantage of others.

In the present redistribution which has been causing 
much strife, Mr. Garland appears to be one of the most 
unfortunate. Not so long ago, he transferred his resi¬ 
dence to Gleicben in order that he would be accessibly 
situated in his riding of Bow River. The ruling of the 
committee however, has changed the Bow River boundar¬ 
ies entirely, removing Gleichen which is his home, from 
the riding. Part is absorbed in -the Medicine Hat electoral 
district, part goes to Macleod and a section of East Cal¬ 
gary is included in Bow River. He will have practically a 
new constituency. 

The Macleod federal riding suffers no change which af¬ 
fects this immediate district. All the area north of Alder- 
syde however, including Turner V'alley becomes a part of 
East Calgary riding with Dr. Stanley as representative.

Note of High Hope Sounded at Con¬ 
ference, Resolution on War 


Pr. G. A. Dickson, newly elected 
president of the Alberta Conference 
held in Calgary last week, presided 
over [a great gathering of clergymen 
' and Relegates. 

Msiny features of interest to lay¬ 
men .typr^discussed. 

M. and M. Fund $95,000 
The Missionary and Maintenance 
committee showed that $64,476 had 
been contributed for the world-wide 
work of the church. An objective of 
$95,000 has been set for this year. 

Religious Education 
A report of intense interest was 
submitted by Rev. H. S. MacDonald 
on Religious Education. There were 
reported 618 Sunday schools, 4,518 
teachers and officers, 44,311 scholars, 
with an average attendance of 25,378 
Special attention was called to the or¬ 
ganization during the year of the 
Provincial Young People’s Council 
and in the sum total of mid-week or¬ 
ganizations. During the coming year 
special attention is to be paid to lead¬ 
ership training through local schools 
and special winter training schools at 
convenient centres. , . 

» Against War 
A real debate was taged on a reso¬ 
lution dealing with-“Peace and War.’’ 
The resolution declared “that since 
international warfare is becoming 
more and more clearly recognized as 
one of the greatest evils of human 
life, therefore this Alberta Confer¬ 
ence hereby declares its unalterable 
opposition to war as a means of set¬ 
tling disputes between nations, and 
calls upon the membership of our 
church to declare, individually and 
severally, their personal determina¬ 
tion not to take up arms to destroy 
or wound their fellow men in war.” 
When put to a vote the resolution 
carried by a large majority. 


LAND SETTLEMENT 
B’D TURNER VALLEY 


E. L. Gray, Field Crops Commis¬ 
sioner of Alberta, accompanied by 
Colin Groff, of the Provincial public¬ 
ity department passed through High 
River on Thursday last. They had 
been touring the southern part of the 
province in connection with the con¬ 
trol of the impending grasshopper 
outbreak, and were enroute to Turner 
Valley to attend a sitting of the Land 
Settlement Board. This meeting was 
to consider the eligibility of a large 
number of Turner Valley families, 
who are desirous of participating in 
the Land Settlement program. Only 
those-with suitable land to go to, can 
be considered in this scheme S. H. 
Gandeir of Edmonton, presided over 
the sitting, and others on the board 
included E. S. Martin from the C.N.R 
department of Colonization, and J. S. 
Duncan of the Soldier Settlement 
Board. 

Mr. Gray, speaking of the possible 
grasshopper outbreak, impressed that 
panic in connection is both undesir¬ 
able and unncessary. Every prelimin¬ 
ary arrangement has been made by 
the government, and the threatened 
area is well organized. Headquarters 
of the local district is Vulcan, where 
P- D. Huxley is stationed. 

The earliest poisoning will not be 
necessary till this week, about Tues¬ 
day. Farmers are urged to keep on 
the alert, but not to be too serious¬ 
ly alarmed. 


WORLD ECONOMIC 

CONFERENCE 

Fragments From Agenda Indicate 
Plan of Restoration ot World Trade 


Amongst the phases of financial 
and economic situations to be studieu 
at the World Conference are: 

1. “In the held ot monetary and 
credit policy, tne objective must be 
the restoration of an effective inter¬ 
national monetary standard to which 
the countries which have abandoned 
the gold standard can wisely adhere.' 

2. "lhe unprecedented fall o't 
Commodity prices in recent years has 
caused a growing disequilibrium be¬ 
tween costs and prices, has immense¬ 
ly increased the real burden of all 
debts and lixed charges, has made 
business more and more unprofitable, 
and has resulted in a continuous and 
disastrous increase of unemployment 
throughout the world. One of the 
methods that should be considered is 
the continuation and development, 
where monetary conditions permit, of 
a general policy of easy money de¬ 
signed to promote a healthy expan¬ 
sion of business. 

3. “The restoration of free ex¬ 
changes is so essential to the recov¬ 
ery of financial confidence and to the 
resumption of the normal flow of- in¬ 
ternational credit that the Govern¬ 
ments should consider whether they 
cannot expedite the process. 

4. “Finally, there must be greater 
freedom of international trade. Jt 
has already been pointed out that one 
of the most significant features of 
the present crisis is the fall which 
has taken place, not only in the value 
but in the quantum of world trade. 
This fall has been partly caused, and 
has certainly been intensified* by the 
growing network, of restrictions 
which have been imposed on trade 
during recent years. All seek to sell 
but not to buy. Such a policy must 
inevitably lead to an increasing par¬ 
alysis of international trade. Govern¬ 
ments should set themselves to re¬ 
establish the normal interchange of 
commodities.” 

,It is not with a customs truce, 
however that the agenda is chiely con 
eerned, but rather with out-right tar¬ 
iff reduction. Reductions of tariffs 
may be effected: 

(a) By a general agreement of the 
Conference; 

(b) By a collective agreement of a 
group of Governments; 

(c) By bilateral negotiations; 

(d) By autonomous action on the 
part of Governments individually. 


HELPING SORES 
ON WORKING HORSE 


A type of sore on. horses that is 
persistent is caused by flies contain¬ 
ing the larvae of stomach worms 
feeding on small wounds or abras¬ 
ions on the skin. The larvae escape 
from the mouth of the fly and live in 
the wound, causing irritation and itch 
ing, the lesion persisting as a chronic 
sore until the onset of the cold wea¬ 
ther. The following treatments are 
recommended by the Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. One per. 
cent picric acid in glycerine. Chloro¬ 
form, ether or idoform applied to the 
wound every day. Astringent powd¬ 
ers containing quinine keep the ani¬ 
mal from biting the sores. Good re¬ 
sults are reported from the use of 
plaster paris, 100 parts; alum, 20 
parts; napthalene, 10 parts, and qui¬ 
nine 10 parts. Abrasions caused by 
harness and other skin injuries 
should be protected from flies by the 
use of repellents such as oil of tar. 


IN 100 AD CHINA 
MET DEPRESSION 


Emergency Relief Measure* Institut¬ 
ed During Chow Regime; Compare 
Well With Today 


In recording the various depres¬ 
sions which have rocked the world, 
the oldest record is that of the de¬ 
pressions of China during the Chow 
dynasty in the first century A. D. A 
translation from the Chow Li, or book 
of Governmental Kites, gives illumin¬ 
ating light on the emergency meas¬ 
ures, which were adopted to meet de¬ 
pression periods. These measures 
unaltered by translation, seem in 
some respects quit*, equal to any leg¬ 
islation of modern days. The arti¬ 
cle appears in the Royal Bank letter. 
The measures are: 

One. The Distribution of Surplus 
Treasures.—The government will pro 
vide not oitly funds for the relief 
work, but will also open up all stor¬ 
ages of accumulated grains and other 
necessities of life for direct dist^bu- 
lion.. 

Two. The Lowering of Taxation.— 
This will relieve people from public 
burdens and thus enable them to be 
self-supporting. During the time ol 
depression the land tax was usually 
halved, or the famine-stricken region 
totally exempted. 

Three. The Mitigation of the Sever¬ 
ity of Criminal Punishment.—This is 
because people are more easily driven 
to crime when in distress! and there¬ 
fore they deserve special mercy. 

. four. The Withholding of Labour 
Conscription.—In the ancient times 
all male citizens, excepting officials 
and scholars, were subject to govern¬ 
ment conscription for public works 
between the planting and the harvest 
ing seasons. This conscription would 
be withheld in times of depression, so 
that the people might work more 
profitably. 

Five. The Lifting of Legal Prohi¬ 
bition Against Use of State Property 
—Ajccording to Chow law, mountains, 
rivers, forests and mines were pub¬ 
licly owned and prohibition from pri¬ 
vate exploitation. This prohibition 
would be lifted and the people allow¬ 
ed to enjoy the products of state 
property. 

Six. The Abandonment of Trade 
Restriction.— This would facilitate 
free transportation and quick ex¬ 
change. 

Seven. The Elimination of Social 
Ceremonials.—This was to eliminate 
unnecessary expense. 

Eight. The Simplification of Fun¬ 
eral Rites. 

Nihe. The prohibition of public 
amusements. 

Ten. An encouragement of simple 
and easy marriage, because mar¬ 
riages in old China were expensive 
and difficult. 

Eleven. The holding of prayer ser¬ 
vice, in which the Emperor led the 
officials and people in prayer to the 
national Gods 

Twelve. A check on thieving and 
banditry. From the very beginning 
an effective check would prevent rev¬ 
olution. 

These twelve items form the im¬ 
portant measures of the Huang 
jCheng since the time of ancient China

Too Bad if Our Governments Took 
Precedent From History 

According to a London journalist, 
the modern taxpayer has something 
to be thankful for. We the better off 
in some ways in the matter of taxes 
than they were a hundred or two hun¬ 
dred years ago in Europe. In 1696, 
for instance, there were taxes on 
bachelors, on widowers and those 
about to marry. The younger Pitt 
taxed hats, candles, hearths, windows 
watches, hair powder, female servants 
horses, christenings, deaths, births 
and burials. The bricked-up win¬ 
dows in many old houses in London 
show how householders evaded the 
window tax. Similarly, the introduc¬ 
tion of a tax on hair powder led to 
the introduction of short hair. Crom¬ 
well went so far as to tax plum-pud¬ 
dings. The Mansion House was built 
by money collected from persons who 
refused to act as sheriffs, then an en¬ 
viable job. 

Until eighty years ago there were 
heavy taxes on newspapers and ad¬ 
vertisements. Every advertisement 
in France today is taxed. It was Rob¬ 
ert Peel who introduced income tax— 
at 7d in the pound. Bachelors are tax¬ 
ed today in France, Germany, Italy 
and Jugo-Slavia. In France unmarried 
women over thirty are also taxed.— 
The Municipal World.

MARKETING HOGS 
WITHOUT PROFIT 

Difference Between Profit and Loss, 
Matter of Intelligent Care 

S. G. Freeborn, district swine grad¬ 
er of Calgary, is curious to learn why 
a part of Alberta that raises fine beef 
cattle has not as high a standard in 
hog production. 

Looking over the! stockyard pro¬ 
ducts he has seen some excellent ba¬ 
con type hogs commanding premium 
prices. But there are also too many 
inferior animals. “Ranching” hogs, 
“razorhacking” on stubble and around 
strawstacks, witl}„tjhe coarse undesir¬ 
able product it furnishes is a handi¬ 
cap to all better intentioned hog pro¬ 
ducers in the way such hogs hammer 
down our market. 

Some are lard type to g*art with 
and are poorly fed, a year’s age on 
many of them; some of them rickety 
from straight grain feeding without 
even • a cheap grain-saving, health¬ 
giving mineral mixture, bruised atld 
damaged by rough handling. 

Why delay castration till the hog 
is heavy shouldered and becoming 
coarse and thick jn the skin and get¬ 
ting too fussy to feed for that very 
reason? Is it not easier, safer, and 
more economical from a growth and 
quality standpoint to turn the little 
pigs into barrows while still on the 
sow and a setback can be /avoided ?
